TO SIBERIA 


MEN WILL ONLY BE REQUIRED 
TO SIGN ON FOR ONE YEAR 
THOLGH. 


Ottawa, Nov. 28--The governmeni 
has decided to send the expedition 
to Siberia. An official announcement 
will be made otday or tomorrow. 
Part of the expedition is already in 


Siberia, and part in en route, having 
left before the armistice was signed 
on November 11. It has been decided 
to send the rest of the expedition, 
which at present is mobilized at Vic- 
toria. 

The signing of the armistice and 
the end of tse war at once raised the 
question as to whether the expedition 
should be continued. The cabinet 
has been in communication for some 
time with the British authorities on 
the subject. The Imperial govern- 
ment strongly urged that the expedi- 
tion should’ be forwarded, especially 
ag the United States and Japanese 
were sending large forces. 


ONLY FOR ONE YEAR. 


It ig understood that the members 
of the force will only be erilisted for 
a year from the signing of the arm- 
istice. A year from November 11 
they will be given the right to return 
home. It is possible that by 
that time the situation in Siberia 
will be so cleared that the whole 
forcg can return. : 

The expedition was decided on last 
summer by the Imperial war cabinet 


A force was then necessary to 
restore order and counteract Ger- 
man influence. Great Britain was 


unable to forward troops’ from Eng- 
land, and Canada, as the nearest to 
Siberia, was asked if it would con- 
tribute an army, Great Britain foot- 
ing the bill. 

It was felt by the cabinet that to 
back out now would be a_ serious 
breach of faith with the rest of the 
empire, as the overseas authorities 
were still very desirous to have the 
expedition forwarded, part of it was 
ircady in Siberia, and the remainder 
‘mobilized and _ outfitted, so it has 
been decided to forward the expedi- 
tion. If Canada had backed out it 
would have been a serious blow to 
the prestige of Canada within the 
empire and internationally.

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DIVIDE CANADA INTO 21 DIS- 
PERSAL AREAS. 


Demobilization Will be According to 
Districts, Each Soldeir Choosing 
His Own District. 


Ottawa, Nov. 26.—The department 
of militia, in its scheme for demobil- 
ization, has divided the Dominion in- 
to twenty-one districts called ‘“dis- 
persal areas.” Irrespective of where 
the soldier enlisted, he may choose 
which district he will go to for final 
act of demobilization. By means of 
concise lists, which the department 
has prepared under the title of the 
military postal guide, which shows 
the dispersal areas and the military 
districts of Canada. It can at once 
be seen at which area the particular 
town to which the soldier wishes to 
go can be found. :

MRS, DR. PARSONS 
PASSES AWAY 


The community was. shocked to 
hear of the death of Mrs. Richard 
Parsons, wife of Dr. R. Parsons, on 
Thursday last, from influenza, and 
the deepest sympathy goes out to 
the-bereaved husband and family in 
their great sorrow. Mrs. Parsons was 
taken sick a week before with a cold 
which developed into the flu, and 
pneumonia followed on Monday, run- 
ning its fatal course. There appeared 
to be some slight improvement on 
Wednesday, but it did not continue. 
Dr. McKid came up from Calgary on 
Wednesday-morning and the best of 
nursing was at hand, but all was in 
vain. The death of Mrs. Parsons cast 
a gloom over the whole city where she 
was so well known, and the fact that 
all the family except the Doctor, are 
down with the flu added to the intense 
sympathy in the sad event. 

Mrs. Parsons was a daughter of the 
late B. H. and Mrs. Bull, of Hawthorne 
Lodge, Brampton, Ont., and was mar- 
ried to Dr. Parsons in October, 1905, 
coming to Red Deer as a bride.” She 
has taken an active part in all charit- 
able work in‘the city, was an attached 
member of the Memorial Methodist 
church, and was a great favorite in 
social circles. She and the family 
lived in England for a couple of years 
while Dr. Parsons was giving medical 
service in the Entente armies, and had 
some thrilling war experiences, She 
carried a heavy load of anxiety while 
the Doctor's health was in a precarious 
condition, but had rejoiced to see him 
restored again to health and vigor, The 
loss of her brother, Major Jeffrey Bull, 
D.S.O., killed in action, was an added 
sorrow this summer. The family are 
two boys and two girls. 

Mrs. Parsons’ brothers are W. Per- 
kins Bull, K.C., London, Eng.; L. J. C. 
Bull, Mayor of Brampton, Ont.; and 
D. O. Bull and Bartley A. Bull, the 
well-known Jersey cattle breeders, of 
Brampton, Ont. Her -sisters are Mrs. 
R. O. MacKay, Toronto; Mrs. Archie 
Hyslop, Arcola, Sask.; Mrs. Langford 
Robinson, now in England, her hus- 
band serving with the Engineers; and 
Mrs. W. Ll. Gibson, formerly of Red 
Deer, whose husband is paymaster with 
the 4th Battalion. Mrs. Parsons’ 
mother is still living at Toronto. 

The funeral was held on Sunday 
afternoon from the family residence 
at 2.30 o’clock, and was largely at- 
tended. The Rev G. D. Armstrong 
conducted the services.

Paris, Nov. 28.—At a meeting preli- 
minary to the sitting of the delegates 
to the peace conference, it is announ- 
ced, committees will be appointed to 
study different phases of the problems 
which will be involved and present 
reports to the conference whose de- 
liberations will by this meang be of a 
more definite character. 

The conference, it is believed, will 
last for three months and it is not 
expected that a treaty will be signed 
before April. 

David Lloyd-George, British Pre- 
mier, will arrive in Paris at the same 
time as President Wilson. 


STRONGLY DISCOUNTENANCED. | 


London, Nov. 28.—Discussing the 
arrangements for the peace confer- 
ence the Daily Express says the sug- 
gestion that the conference would be 
at work fully three months before the 
terms were ready for signature was 
strongly discountenanced in British 
ministerial circles yesterday. Europe 
it was urged, could not stand three 
months of suspense during which 
measures for demobilization and re- 
construction would necessarily be 
held up. : 

The conference, says the news- 
paper, will hurry forward to a set- 
tlement of the main lines of the peace 
treaty, which will be signed as soon 
as possible and arrangements will be 
made for some gort of an internation- 
al policy to enforce it. An internation- 
al commission will then, it adds, con- 
tinue to work out the details dealing 
with questions of world-wide inde- 
pendence which go beyond the terms 
as between the central and the as- 
sociated powers.

va} PHE CITY COUNCIL 


The. regular meeting of the City 
Council was held on Thursday even- 


ing, last with His Worship Mayor G. 
W. Smith in.the chair, and Aldermen 
Campbell, Day, Lord, Collison, Stone, 
and Galbraith in attendance. 


CORRESPONDENCBE. 


The City Solicitors wrote the Coun- 
cil giving their opinion in the Cecil 
Hewson claim, gtating in their opin- 
fon-he had no claim against the city 
ag there wag no indication that there 
was a hole from the surface, and no 
neglect could be claimed. They stat- 
ed that several decisions along this 
line had been given of late bearing 
out their contention. 

The mayor stated this had been 
his contention all along and it was 
up to the Council to state how they 
wished to deal with the question. 

Ald. Lord contended there were 
many instances where a citizen was 
injured which might properly lay the 
city open for damages, yet it might 
be called an accident.

Simpson: The last few 
days have seen the cessation of hos- 
tilities and the world is practically 
assured of a satisfactory and, we

issues have been shaping themselves 
abroad, our people at home have been 
..@ngaged in combating the ravages of 
‘an epidemic, during which menjbers 
of our Red Crosg branches have vol- 
unteered their services to nurse the 
sick and to assist the suffering by 
every meang in their power. The 
organization of the Red Cross in Al- 
berta hag been placed at the dfSposal 
of the Public Health Department, and 
Red Cross supplies have been sent 
out to Influenza patients in all parts 
of the. Provinga. Under these cir- 
cumstances ‘ we takg this opportunity 
of. congratulating all our Branches on 
--the. splendid work which hag been 
accomplished through their efforts. 
“The Canadian Red Cross Society 
“dg a war time organization, and as 
such has hitherto carried on its oper- 
ations only in time of war. Its work 
has been limited to the relief of sick 
and wounded soldiers, to the amell- 
.oration of the condition of prisoners 
of war, and to those civiliang who 
. have suffered as a direct result of 
war. A meeting. of the Central Coun 
eil of the Society will be held in Tor. 
onto, on the 26th inst., after which 
we hope to be in a position to furnish 
information as to the demands which 
are likely: to be made upon the Red 
Cross during the coming months. In 
the meantime, we would like to point 
out to the Branches that even with 
the advent of peace there should be 
no lessening of Red Cross effort. All 
‘workers are reminded that: 

(1) Red Cross supplies and com- 
forts will be needed for sick and 
wounded soldiers for some consider- 
able time after hostilities have 
ceased, 

(2) The needs of our invalid sok 
diers who are returning home must 
be met, and comforts and supplies 
will be required in Canadian Military 
Hospitals for many months to come. 

(3) At the present time the atten- 
tion of the Canadian Ped Crosg is 
directed to the pitiful conditions ex- 
.isting amongst refugees of allied 
“nations returning to their homes with 
practically no clothing, and in urgent 

need of assistance; also to the’ re-|' 
quirements of our forces in Siberta, 
and to the needg of our allies in that 
country. Fuller information im re- 
gard to that work is expected in: the 
course of the next few days, and: will 
be’ made public. 

During the past four years, the 
work of the Red Cross has became 


‘ one of the most important factors in|: 
our national life, and as such it is} 


felt that the possibility of utilizing 
this great organization for promoting 
the health and welfare of the Cans- 
dian people in time of peace must be 
considered. This question will be 
fully discussed at the coming meet- 
ing of the Centrai Council on the Zit 
inst., at which represontatives from 
Alberta will be present. The results 
of this Conference will be laid before 
our people as soon as possible there- 
after. In the meantime, we ask that 
you will direct the attention of your, 
workers to the information contained 
in thig circular.

call in a veterinary surgeon to inves- 
tigate it would be discovered, in 


amany instances, that the consumption 


of poisonous plants was at the foun- 
Some of these plants are 
common to every province in 
Dominion, others are only to be found 
in sections of the country. The Ag- 
ricultural Gazette of Canada, in the 
September and ‘October numbers, 
dealg with this matter in a very lucid 
way and supplies accounts of the 
most troublesome of these weeds in 
seven out of the nine provinces. 

In the Prairie Provinces, the most 
hurtful plants are said to be Cow- 
bane, Horsetail, Death Camas (Zyg: 
adenus Elagans), Ground Cypress 
(Juniperus sabina), Sneeze Weed 
(Heleium Autumnale) Chokecherry 
and all wild. cherries. While these 
pests are.to be found in each of the 
three provinces, it is, perhaps, in 
Manitoba that they .are the most 
common. It'is the roots of Cowbane, 
Death Camas, Sneeze Weed and 
Horsetail that are poisonous, and it 
is during the dry season, when the 
grazing stock are forced into the low 
pasture land, or out into the swamps 
to drink, that most damage is caused. 
be observed 
that the consumption of these plants 
is chiefly due to the scarcity of other 
feed. 

In Saskatchewan, Water Hemlock 
and Stemless Loco are the only weeds 
known to have produced serious 
symptoms of poisoning. There are 
three species of Loco Weeds found in 
the Prairig Provinces, namely, Oxy- 
tropis' Campestris, Lamberti, and 
Splendins. The eating of these 
weeds ig an acquired: habit, and the 
serioug effect lies in chronic cases. 

In Alberta, the plants causing the 
most trouble are Death Camas, 
Water Hemlock, Larkspur and Loco 
Weed, but the Provincial Veterina- 
rian estimates that the losses from 
poisonous plants are greater than 
from any other single cause. The 
Loco Weed affects horseg and sheep, 
and the Larkspur, cattle ; but the 
most poisonous plant in the province 
is the Death Camas, which has its 
being in moist places, the animals 
suffering to the greatest extent: being

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BAVARIAN REPORTS REVEAL , 
HUN PLANS. 


Serbian Ultimatum Delayed Until 
French Ministers Had Gone to 
St. Petersburg. 


London, Nov. 26.—Publication of 
official reports from the Bavarian 
minister at Berlin to his home. gov- 
ernment confirm evidence already -in 
the‘ hands of the entente that Ger- 
many and Austria conspired to bring 
about the war. It was for this reas- 
on that termg of Austria's ultimatum 
to Serbia werg made so drastic that 
hostilities were bound to follow. 
_These revelations have been pub- 
lished at Munich after permission 
had been asked by the Bavarian 
premier and foreign minister of the 
German federal government. They 


are in the form of a report at Munich|’ 


on July 18, 1914, by Count von Lerch- 
enfeld, the Bavarian pueintet: at Ber- 
lin. 

According to the apart the deliv- 
ery of the ultimatum to Serbia was 
delayed until after President Poin- 
care and Premier Vivian! of France 
had gone to St. Petersburg, which 
would make it difficult for the en- 
tente to arrive at an understanding 
and take counter measures. 

Count von Lerchenfeld said ‘that 
Serbia obviously cannot accept such 


conditions as would be laid down and! 


that as a consequence there would be 
war.” He declared that action on 
the part of Austria could not long be 
delayed “for that might give Serbia}. 
under pressure from France and 
Russia, an opportunity to offer re- 
sistance.” 

In a telegram from Munich to Ber- 
lin on July 31, 1914, Count von Ler- 
chenfeld ‘said that Sir Edward Grey’s 
efforts to preserve peace would cer- 
tainly not succeed in arresting the 
course of events. Later the same 
day he wired information as to ult- 
imatums to Russia and France, fore- 
casted their rejection by both nations 
and told’of plans to hurl Germany’s 
armies against France which, he 
said, “would be overwhelmed in four 
weeks.” He said that the morale of 
the French army was poor and that 
it was poorly armed. 

On August 4, the Bavarian minister 
outlined Germany's intention to vio- 
late Belgian neutrality,~saying: 

“The chief of the general staff has 
declared that even British neutrality 
would be paid for too dearly if the 
price js the respect of Belgium.” An 
attack on France is possible only 
through Belgium.” rr

HOLLAND UNDEGIDED 
> ON KAISER 


ADMITS LATE EMPEROR COULD 
BE EXTRADITED TO GERMANY 
ITSELF. 


London, -Nov..:27.—While legal 
authorities of the British govern- 
ment have decided that the Allies 
are entitled to demand the extradi- 
tion of the former’ kaiser, it ig learn- 
ed that-Holland is not yet persuaded 
on that right. 

The : Dutch’ government is under- 
stood to maintain that Wilhelm can 
only be extradited: by Germany, or if 
his fate is decided at the peace con- 
ference, he will then te givn up in 
accordance with such decision, in- 
asmuch ag Germany will be repre- 
sented. 

The reason the unwelcome guest is 
on their hands, the Dutch say, is 
only that Holland is-the nearest neu- 
tral point to Spa, from where his 
flight began; Otherwise he might 
have gone to Scandinavia or Swit- 
zerland, Holland's precautions 
against any plotting are known to 
include a cordon of. troops around 
Amerongem Castle. The former em- 
peror is not permitted. to cross the 
‘moat. The country around the castle 
is low and generally unattractive. 
Wilhelm, it is reported, constantly 
displays’ irritation “and impatience, 
while the Dutch mostly are frankly 
contemptuous because he failed to 
face the music. 

The former crown prince is on a 
barren island, where the only habi- 
tation ig the rector’gs house, where 
Friedrich Wilhelm is quartered. 


PRESENCE PERILOUS 


London, Nov. 27.—William Hohen- 
zollern will have to leave Holland if 


|,his presence there becomes perilous 


to that country, Premier Ruija de 
Berenbrouck is quoted by the Am- 
sterdam correspondent of the Daily 
Express, as declaring in the second 
chamber of the Dutch parliament on 
November 20. 

The kaiser is in Holland as a pri- 
vate person, said the premier, as 
quoted by the correspondent. “The 
hospitality of the country is extended 
him in accordance with centuries-old 
traditions. But it*goes without say- 
ing that the moment his sojourn be- 
comes a danger to the state he will 
have to leave. We believe the kaiser 
"and those with him understand their 
position and will act according to 
their interests.”

BIG SIEGE GUNS 
USED BY BRITISH 
ON BATTLEFIELD 


LLOYD GEORGE SAYS NO ONE 
EVER DREAMED OF USING 
THEM BEFORE. 


London, Noy. 27.—In the course of 
a second speech at Wolverhampton, 
Premier Lloyd George, referring to 
Britain's enormous industrial effort 
mentioned that the British had been 
using for the last two years guns no- 
bedy ever dreamed would be taken 
except for siege purposes. He re- 
membered how great soldiers scoffed 
at the idea that ‘such heavy guns 
could be dragged to a battlefield. At 
the end of the war we had two hun- 
dred times ag many of these guns as 
at the beginning. We captured six- 
ty times as many German guns in 
the last quarter as we possessed at 
the beginning of the war. The Prus- 
sians never understood our spirit. “It 
was a sight to see the Briton who had 
become legarthic and who was half- 
elumbering like a great lazy giant, 
rise up and bend his back to the task 
and strike such a blow that _the en- 
emy retired from his throne.” 


to prove it: 

“Canada's net national debt on 
October 31, 1918, was $1,247,000,000. 
We have .adopted the slogan, ‘One 
hundred hens to every farm, ten hens 
to every urban lot. That would 
mean, taking, 1,000,000 as the round 
number of Canadian farms, 100,000,- 
000 hens in the country, and~10,000,- 
000 hens {n the cities,:towns and vil- 
lages, a total: of 110,000,000. of 
course, everybody in the city could 
not keep hens, and many would not 
even if they could. But many people 
in the suburban districts of the cities, 
and in the smaller towns, and the 
country villages could keep more 
than ten—20, 30, 50, 75 perhaps. So 
take an average of ten. A good sel- 
ected hen will produce 200 eggs a 
year. But, taking a low estimate of 
ten dozen eggs a year (120) for 110,- 
000,000 hens and we would produce 
1,100,000,000 dozen eggs a year. 

“At the present time we consume 
in Canada 23 dozen eggs per head of 
population per annum. We could in- 
crease this allowance to 50 dozen, a 
total of about 350,000,000 dozen. We 
use lesg than 25,000,000 dozen of our 
eges at the present time for incuba- 
tion. Suppose we increase this to, 
50,000,000 dozen. That would total 
400,000,000 dozen for Canadian -con- 
sumption, a very liberal allowance. 
We would then have left for export 
700,000,000 dozen at an average price 
of, say, 40 cents per dozen. That 
would: bring $280,000,000 per x.year 
into the country from eggs ‘alone. 
The interest on our debt of $1,247,- 
000,000 at 544 per cent will amount 
to $68,585,000. We would pay this 
interest and apply a balance of $213,- 
415,000 to reducing the‘ principal 
every: year. In less than six years, 
Canada’s hens would wipe out the 
total monetary cost of the war to 
Canada, and our total national debt. 

“I do not say that Canada will do 
this. But I say that Canada might 
well aim to do it, for it is within the 
possibilities of what could be done 


‘without undue strain upon our’ Dres- 


ent labor capacity.” ’ 


NEW POLITICAL POWER 
RISING IN EAST 


BALKAN STATES AND OTHER 
SLAVIC PEOPLES WILL BE 
UNITED 


. Even in the midst of the chaos 
caused by the war a great new poli- 
tical power is rising in‘the east. It 
is the realization of a dream of cen- 
turies, time and again dashed by 
some unkind fate almost at the mo- 
ment when success seemed sure. 

In effect it will be a federation of 
all the Slavic peoples, already free or 
soon to cast off the yoke after cen- 
turies of Oppression and _  subju- 
gation. 

In reality it will be a group of in 
dependent states, each with its own 
separate and independent govern- 
ment, but all drawn toward a com- 
mon end by the same racial and cul- 
tural possessions. 

Principal in the group, because of 
{ts vast area, great population and 
potential wealth and strength will be 
the new free Russia which is now be- 
ing re-claimed*from the reign of ter- 
ror which followed the defeat of its 
first’ efforts to build a democratic 
government upon the ruins of the 
fallen autocratic empire. With the 
exception of that area which in the 
old empire wag known as ‘Russian 
Poland, Russia’s boundaries will re- 
main as before the war. Finland 
and Ukrainia, ‘although at present 
nominally separated from Russia, 
will return to her of their own voll- 
tion. 

The territory known as Russian Po- 
land will be turned back to the Polish 
people themselves, to be combined 
with Prussian Poland and Austrian 
Poland and welded into an indepen- 
dent Polish state. 

All the Slavic elements now under 
the domination of Austria, including 
the Czecho- Slovaks and the Jugo- 
Slavs, will ‘set up an inedpendent 
state of their own. 

In the Balkans it is expected that 
from the first there will be a close 
sympathy and understanding between 
the Slavic states, including Serbia, 
Montenegro and also Bulgaria. It 
is felt certain that Bulgaria, after 
she has expelled the German element 
which hag dominated many of her re- 
cent actions, will look upon the new 
eastern group with a friendly eye. 

Thus there is being established in 
the east a series of independent na- 
tions each with its own democratic 
form’ of government, all animated by 
the same ideals of freedom, all_re- 
presenting branches of the same race 
and with closely related culture. 
That they will form a common bond 
and ag a group will take a high pos- 
ition in the councils of the world 
ig inevitable.

MILLION MEN DEAD IS TOLL FOR 
BRITAIN. 


London, Nov. 28.—It is officially 
announced that during the war the 
forces ‘of Great Britain actually lost 
nearly 1,000,000 men, killed or dead 
through various causes. 

Recently it was stated that ‘The 
British losses totalled 658,704, but 
this number did not take into con- 
sideration men who were reported 
missing who actually lost their lives 
but of whom there is no trace, nor 
did it account for men who died at 


the front from sickness.

HELL TO BREAK 
‘LOOSE IN AUSTRIA 
SOON IS REPORT 


PEOPLE BUYING RIFLES AND 
MACHINE GUNS, 


VIENNA IN SULLEN MOOD WITH 
BARELY SUFFICIENT FOOD 
FOR THREE WEEKS. 


London, Nov. 28.—The population 
of Vienna ig reported in a desperate 
condition from lack of food, accord- 
ing to a message to the Daily Ex- 
press from its 
Vienna, who claims to have had an 


Official reception there, and to have 


been given special opportunity for in- 
vestigation behind the scenes. 

The correspondent's message, 
which is dated November 25, tells of 
the soup kitchens established in the 
city. Each of the kitchens is feed- 
ing daily a thousand men, women 
and children, who have to stand in 
line for hourg awaiting admission. 


SAWDUST FOR FOOD. 


Each receives less than a pint of 
soup, made of rotten cabbage and 
flour containing ‘a quantity of saw- 
dust. On Sunday a little horseflesh 
is added. 

“All these human wrecks, with- 
bones protruding,” continuéd the cor- 
respondent, “exist on this soup. 
Hundreds die daily and are buried 
in-paper coffins, because the wood is 
needed for fuel.’~ 

He says, -incidentally, that the 
clerks in the Spanish embassy are 
dying of starvation. 


PEOPLE BUYING RIFLES. 


“Vienna,” the correspondent says, 
‘is in a sullen mood. The whol? of 
German Austria is afraid of Bolshev- 
ism. I understand there ig barely 
sufficient food here for three wecks, 
and only enough coal for a fortnight. 
Unless help arrives quickly, hell will 
break loose. Already the people are 
buying rifles and machine guns,” 

The officials, the correspondent 
adds, complain that Hungary has 
food and Czechs have coal, but that 
neither will part with {ts supplies. 
The officials want the Allies to put 
pressure on these governments. He 
addg that the leader of the ted 
Guard, a young Jew named Kisch, 
says he wishes to avoid Bolshevism 
if. possible. The Austrian guards 
originally numbered 7,000, but thous: 
ands of them have turned to‘ Bolsheyv- 
ik: beliefs and have been dismissed, 
until now, he says, only 800 remain. 


ASK FOR GENEROSITY. 


Vienna, Nov. 28.—‘Provided the 
Allies extend immediate help, the 
Austrian republic will be able to 
arise from the position’ it is in at 
present,” said Dr. Joseph Redlich, 
former minister of finance to the 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press today. 

“Our enemies should be generous 
and remember at least that Austria 
did what she considered her duty to 
her ally and tried repeatedly to give 
up the war. If we are helped, we will 
be able .to help ourselves. Our 
people are farmers and men of the 
industrial classes, all willing to 
work, and not inclined to Bolshev- 
ism. Our financial position looks 
like bankruptcy on paper, but we 
will be able to pay our war debts. 


GOLD RESERVES SMALL 


“Our gold reserves are small—per- 
haps half a billion crowns—but that 
is of mo great importance, in my 
opinion. What I urge is that we be 
helped back again to a productive 
basis. If we can get food now we 
will be able to keep order. If we 
can get coal we will begin working. 
If we can get cotton, metals and 
raw materials, production will go on. 
We will also be quiet politically, 
which is desired by America and the 
Allies. Whether we are tied up to 
the German federation or not, is an 
unsettled question, even among our- 
selves. It is my opinion that we 
must form a federation with the 
broken partg of the former empire 
for commercial purposes,” 

Ludwig von Neupath, director of 
the Austrian credit bank, said today, 
while discussing the situation: “The 
Austrian republic must first be given 
a loan to be used for the purpose of 
sending food and coal into the coun- 
try to prevent famine and disorder. 
Then it must buy a six months’ stock 
of cotton, wool and copper.” 


FEAR THE CZECHS. 


“Diplomatic pressure should be 
brought to bear against the Czechs, 
who are attempting to prevent the 
shipment of coal and metals from 
Galicia and other points. The peace 
conference should also apportion the 
debts of the former Austrian empire 
equitably among the Czechs, Hun- 
garians, Austrians and Jugo-Slavs. 
This debt now totals 56,000,000,000 
kronan, 32,000,000,000 of which is in 
paper money, which is circulating in 
all parts of the country. If the 
Austrian republic igs made to should- 
er this war debt she is bound to ke 
bankrupt... Before the war tho. uoim- 
al expenses. for the army totalled

CANADA'S POSITION © 
ANOMALOUS 


Ottawa, Nov. 27.—The announce- 
ment that Brazil has selected two 
delegates and will be directly’ rep- 
resented at the peace conference de- 
liberations, has again drawn atten- 
tion to the anomalous position of 
Canada. Brazil, so far as Ottawa is 
aware, has not contributed a: solitary 
man to the allied armies, has made no 
sacrifice, and has been a belligerent 
only’ on paper. 

That Canada and Australia, which 
contributed each from four hundred 
to five hundred thousand men and 
had each casualties greater than the 
United States, should not be allowed 
to sit at the conference, is regarded 
here as a decided anomaly, particu- 
larly as the overseas Dominions en- 
tered on their own volition as self- 
governing nations. It is understood 
that Sir Robert Borden and Premier 
Hughes, of Australia, are strongly 
pressing their views upon the autho: 
rities overseas. 

The British cabinet is naturally not 
averse to the overseas dominions 
being represented, but the empire is 
regarded by the rest of the nations 
as one, and entitled to but one vote 
fg a unity. It is very doubtful whet- 
her the overseas dominions will be 
given direct representation ‘as such. 

This question of representation and 
of the status of Canada at the confer- 
ence is being discussed by the Im- 
perial War Cabinet, and is one of the 
reasong why it was vitally mecessary 
for Sir Robert Borden and _ his col- 
leagues to go to London early. 

Hon. N. Rowell, speaking at: the 
University Qlub here last night, de- 
fended the presence of Sir Robert in 
England at the present time. He 
sald that the preliminary conferences 
of the representatives of the empire 
were as important from Canada’s 
standpoint as the peace conference 
deliberations.

MARKET IS OPEN FOR TRADING 
IN VICTORY BONDS. 


After December 2 Bonds of Both 
Issues May be Sold. 


Trading in Victory Bonds of both 
1917 and 1918 issue will begin Dec- 
ember 2, and from that date the hold- 
ers of such bonds may sell and deal- 
ers may buy. Notice to this effect 
has been received by W. Ross Alger, 
who represents the Canadian Bond 
Dealers’ Association in Edmonton. 

Since September 7 there has been 
no buying of last year’s bonds, oper- 
ations of this kind having been sus- 
pended to leave the money available 
for subscription to the new issue. 
The ban wag lifted last Monday, and 
now word comes that on and after 
December 2 both the old and the new 
bond issues may be traded in. 

Prices have been fixed for the oper- 
ation of this new trading throughout 
Canada. The five-year bonds of both 
years will sell at par with interest; 
the ten-year bonds of 1917 and the 
fifteen-year bonds of 1918 will go at 
100%, and the twenty-year bonds of 
1917 will bring 101. Dealers may 
sell at one point less than these pric- 
es, and in all except the Montreal, 
Toronto and Winnipeg markets may 
deduct an additional quarter point 
for expenses.

Now that the war is practically 
over Sir Wilfrid Laurier is 
trying to resuscitate the ruins of the 
old' Liberal party and to gather the 
disjointed elements together again. 
He thinks he hag a_ solid Quebec, 
and if he can succeed in working up 
sympathy and support from the for- 
eign element he can again be _ re- 


turned to power. But Sir Wilfrid as 


“~héad of any great party in Canada 


is impossible. He has made it im- 
possible by his own actions. Even 
now he has no apology to make for 
the sympathy he has shown for the 
enemieg of our country, and recently 


_in an address in London he made a 
most lamentable break again 
,he said: 


when 


“There are men among us who 
say that the German people are re- 
sponsible for the atrocities commit- 
ted by their armies. I do _ not 
agree with that view. The respon- 
sibility rests with the commanders 
of the German armies. Unless 
there is at the head of an army a 
strong arm to maintain discipline 

_ there will always be crimes. Are 

we to believe that the German 
people, one of the noblest races in 
the world, in the past at all events 
cannot reclaim themselves, as 80 
many other nations have beén re- 
claimed by the teachings of demo- 
cracy in which we believe? Wheth- 
er the new Germany should be ad- 
mitted to the family of nations is 
a question which, with the limited 
knowledge I have, I would not care 
to answer, but it is a question that 
we can leave to the wise decision 
of the diplomats who will settle 
the question of peace.” 

The very day on which he made 
this address the dispatches told of 
continued cruelty to British released 
prisoners by the German people, 80 
inhuman ig the treatment given to 
our men that the British government 
sent the following message to the 
German government: 


“Information reaches hig Majes- 
ty’s government of a shocking lack 
of organization in the release of 
British prisoners in German terri- 
tory, and of their return march on 
foot, miserably clothed, without 
food or transport, and with no es- 
cort or guides, to the allied lines, 
with the result of lamentable suff- 
ering and heavy mortality. His 
Majesty’s government cannot toler- 
ate continuation of this cruel treat- 
ment and must insist on adequate 
arrangements being made, in all 
the above respects, by the German 
authorities with whom the re- 
sponsibility lies. Otherwise we 
shall be compelled to take this in- 
to account in any question of re- 
victualling Germanw or satisfying 
the requirements of the German 
population.” 

While the British authorities are 
compelled to threaten reprisals to 
get decent treatment for the starved 
prisoners in German hands, the lead- 
ed of Hig Majesty’s opposition thinks 
it timely to express hig high regard 
for the German character. He was 
not speaking for the British Liberals 
of Canada. Can he complain if his 
remarks are interpreted as a demo- 
gogic appeal to the alien vote in this 
country? In a junction of the French 
and foreign elements is the only hope 
of a Laurier victory, and he plays

But that is not all. Let us go back 
a little while. ; 

It will be remembered that the 
present prime minister of Canada, 
Sir R. L. Borden, in bringing in the 
bill to build battleships for Canada in 
1913, sounded a note of warning that 
war was near and that the thunder 
clouds hung low over our Empire, 
but Sir Wilfrid Laurier did all he 
could against that measure, and his 
followers succeeded in defeating it. 

In the session following, on the 
9th of January, 1914, only a few 
monthg before the war, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier declared in the Canadian 
parliament: 


“The Bill which was brought in 
last session was not even a meas- 
ure of emergency, although it was 
so called. 
ure of expediency, involving a 
policy of contribution, a policy 
which has been denounced by the 
very men themselves who _intro- 
duced the Bill, a policy which was 
not justified by anything which 
then existed. They introduced it 
upon the shallow. pretense of 
emergency. Emergency? Who 
speaks today of emergency? 
Twelve months and@more have 
passed since that time when he 
saw the German peril. He saw 
Germany ready to jump at the 
throat of Great Britain. He saw 
clouds on the _ horizon; he saw 
these clouds rent by lightning; he 
heard the murmurs and rumbling 
of distant thunder. But my right 
hon. friend today may live in 
peace; The atmosphere is pure, the 
shy is clear. P From that 
time to this moment the relations 
between the two countries, which 
were cordial in the month of Sep- 
tember last, have been absolutely 
friendly. The light has been let 
in on that question, and we know 
now how much the country and the 
empire and the civilized world has 
been deceived upon that question 
of so-called emergency. We know 
now, we have the evidence, how 
the panics of which we have heard 
in this House more than once, are 
created and engineered. We have 
had evidence that these panics 
are engineered by the armor plate 
firms, who do not hesitate to create 
false news in order to obtain con- 
. tracts for their ships.” He said. 
again: “There is one fact in the 
situation which I think shows that 
there is no intention on the part of 
Germany to attack England, and 
that factj is the German emperor. 
The German emperor ig undoubt- 
edly one of the great men of the 
present age. By intellect, by char- 


acter, by moral fibre, he has 
shown himself wonderfully en- 
dowed.” 


For yearg this was Sir Wilfrid’s 
teaching. He steadily proclaimed the 
German emperor to be the friend of 
peace. He insisted that-war between 
Germany and Great Britain was im- 
possible. He denounced as Jingoes 
and agents of the manufacturers of 
armaments all those who saw _ the 
danger which confronted the Empire 
and understood the real spirit of the 
German people. Hig utterances were 
mischievous to the last degree. For 
many years he held office in Canada 
In successive Imperial conferences 
he defeated every attempt to induce 
the overseag Dominions to assist in 
naval defence. When the Borden 
government undertook to co-operate 
with the admiralty by providing 
three capital ships for common de- 
fence, he resorted to desperate ob- 
struction in the House of Commons, 
and when overcome in the Commons 
had the Naval Aid Bill defeated by 
his partisan allies in the Senate. He 
argued that Imperial Jingoes sought 
to destroy Canadian autonomy. He 
professed to believe that the Cana- 
dian government had entered into a 
conspiracy to re-establish Downing 
Street in the Dominion. As a veter- 
an statesman in Canada, who had 
enjoyed a long period of ascendency 
he spoke with great and _ peculiar 
authority. He was a powerful ally of 
short sighted people in England, who 
trusted Germany, who were unwil-

') The, following article. on. Canada’s 


future appeared in the Lethbridge 
Telegram recently, and .we. think it 
applies with full force to this district, 
which ig one of the finest and most 
prosperous in the west. Red , Detr 
citizens must awaken to. the great 
future in store. for our young city. 
We must, feel that no centre is so 
sure to forge ahead as this great 
centre, We must awaken to the 
fact that now the war is over there 
will be great changeg for the better 
and no city ig so sure of prosperity 
as Red Deer. 

“Let us look at conditions in Can- 
ada ag they stand today and see if 
there are any reasons to be down- 
hearted or pessimistic regarding the 
future of our country, unless — that 
future holds something which igs now 
unforeseen by our men of affairs. 
What will make the future outlook 
bright or dark may be summed up un- 
der the following heads: | Our coun- 
try's debt, our markets, our agric- 
ulture, our capital, our ~ industries 
and our employment of labor. 

Let us look at’each ong of these 
items. Our country’s debt: Canada 
ig a young country, a united and 
vigoroug people, and like the young 
man with a debt to clear off who 
sets his mind to the task, succeeds in 
hig endeavor and thereby brings out 
the best that is in him. So with this 
young nation of ours. We are now 
paying our way and surely the hear- 
ty response that wag given to the 
last Victory Loan in the campaign 
that has just closed should make it 
clear to the most pessimistic that we 
can continue ‘to pay our way. Never 
was there a time when as‘ great a 
percentage of the people was engag- 
ed in productive work. and we think 
that our people have been trained to 
valug money ag never before. There 
was atime when a dollar was 
thoughtlessly spent for nothing of 
value; but today when twenty‘*five 
cents is paid out we look for value 
received. This means thrift, and 
thrift meang progress. 

Our markets: Canada may have 
been known to the world before the 
war but not as she ig known and 
honored today. Canadas fighting 
men have given Canada a place 
among the nations. Her market is 
the world. Let. Canadian industries 
produce the goods and there is a 
market for all we can export. — 

Our agriculture: The, agricultural- 
ist is today handling his land scien- 
tifically. The work of our agricul- 
tural colleges and 
monstration farms hag borne fruit. 
Our farms are better managed, and 
are producing more, and the prices 
of all products of the farm ake 
agriculture worth while. This is pro- 
ductive labor. Every byshel of 
grain produced adds to the Wealth of 
the nation. The products by agricul- 
ture are rapidly increasing, and why 


for some .years? 

Our capital: Before the outbreak 
of the war Canada wag an importing 
country, that is, our imports were 
greater than our exports. Since iJ17 
Canada hag been an exporting coun- 
try, that is, our exports Were groater 
‘than our imports. This means _in- 
creased capital. By judicious hand- 
ling of our industrial development by 
our government this. condition should 
continue in the future. 

Industry and labor: During’ the 
last four years our industries have 
been very active, in fact, the demand 
hag been very much greater than the 
output. Labor has heen fully em- 
ployed, and we think fairly well paid. 
Will this continue? Is it not up to 
our governments, both Federal and 
provincial, to see that it does? This 
nation hag now some 350,000 persons 
in the country employed in work 
directly connected with the war. It 
has some 375,000 men on active ser- 
vice. Employment sooner or later 
hag to be found for them. Can it be 
done? It can be, and where? Are 
interest rates, which at present scem 
abnormal, going to take a sudden 
drop? It is not reasonable to sup- 
pose so. When the government is 
paying so high,a rate on bonds ex- 
tending over a period of years, and 
when all the Buropean nationg who 
have been at war will require all tne 
money they can get to rebuild There 
ig plenty of money and ijt would ap- 
pear that industrial investment 
should be sound. Such being the

party quarrels’ ‘and rivalries. One 
might have hoped that a statesman 
of his calibre and reputation would 
have had some: pregnant, stimulating 
thoughts to offer-the Canadian peo- 
ple, suitable to the- present situation 
—some meaty suggestions on the 
subject -of national reconstruction. 
But such were painfully lacking in 
this address of last night. Instead, 
we find it made up largely of carp- 
ings at the Union government for 
having enforced conscription and 
accusations against the government 
of having for merely electioneering 
purposes promised the farmers ex- 
emption from conscription and then 
breaking its promise. It was the 
speech of a man who is incapable of 
rising above the atmosphere of polit- 
tical partisanship. Perhaps, after his 
‘fifty years of acclimatisation in that 
atmosphere, it is unreasonable to ex- 
pect Sir Wilfrid to breathe comfort- 
ably in a purer air. , 

With regard to the cleavage in the 
Liberal party Sir Wilfrid said he 
opposed compulsory military service 
because he did not think the country 
Wag prepared to deviate from the 
policy of the past. Surely a remark- 
able explanation when we remember 
that the Militia act which Sir Wil- 
frid himself put on the statute book 
provides for compulsory’ military 
service. 

Sir Wilfrid not only pleads that he 
was sincere in his opposition to com- 
pulsory military service, he declares 
now that he was right in denouncing 
the policy as a mistaken one. “There 
can be no doubt today,” he says, “as 
to who was in the right and who was 
in the wrong.”

HON.'F;B,CARVELL 
WOULD PROCEED WITH 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS 


THINKS BOTH PROVINCIAL AND 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENTS 
SHOULD COOPERATE 
TO PROVIDE WORK. 


Ottawa, Nov. 27.—Hon. F. B.. Car- 
vell, minister of public .works, in 
speaking of the housing problems at 
a luncheon given. by the Canadian 
Building and Construction industries, 
stated that he could not lay down 
any definite policy from the govern- 
ment point of view. 


While the g»* ernment been 


had 


putting on thebrakeg in order to save 


money for other use in the war, the 
speaker stated that wherever the 
money could be-spent in public works 
i: Canada ie felt that the govern 
ment was fully justified in authoriz- 
ing this expenditure. 


GOVERNMENT RENTS 


“It would surprise you if I were to 
tell you the amount that is being 
spent by the government in rents,” 
said the speaker. “In Ottawa alone, 
we have to give landlords $700,000 
per annum. In every city, the rent- 
als amounted to more than the in- 
terest and depreciation would be on 
buildings and departments owned’ by 
the government.” 

Mr. .Carvell stated that his sole in- 
terest in advocating the construction 
of public buildings would be to sup- 
ply work for the labor class. 

Taking up the matter of tenders, 
he stated that since he had assumed 
office, only two contracts had been 
awarded by public tender to the low- 
est bidder.

It would go 
down slowly and as a result the cost 
of labor would decrease just as slow- 
ly. It was the duty of the govern- 
ment, the employers—of every indiy- 
idual—to see that as much labor as 
possible was employed.

There are moments in the experi- 
ence of us all, which have for us a 
special significance; times in which 
life hag “meant intensely,” and we 
have felt the impress of the eternal 
reality. These occasions, when the 
spirit is kindled and the soul moves 
with new energy, have about them 
an element of mystery which passeth 
knowledge—they challenge the mind 
of man to new ventures in the realm 
of faith and the pursuit of truth. 

The era through which we have 
passed has witnessed many discov- 
erieg made by man in his study of 
the world about him. The age upon 
which we are all entering will prob- 
ably witness even more wonderful 
discoveries of the world within—the 
universe which lies “deep seated in 
our mystic frame.” These undoubt- 
edly will help us to understand very 
much in the life of Jesus, which 
hitherto has been beyond our ordin- 
ary comprehension. 

It is interesting to note that these 
special revelations of Jesus on the 
mount of transfiguration and in the 
garden of Gethsemane, were made to 
an inner circle of the disciples, to 
those perhaps more spiritually smind- 
ed than the others. Thomas, the 
sceptic, ‘was conspicuous by his nb 
sence.

rection. Willingness to _ believe, 
readiness to view with open mind the 
facts of -life, the scientific spirit. 
which, however, it may suspend 
judgment, is eager, to observe, are 


ment of spiritual knowledge. 

So much has been achieved within 
recent years which hitherto has been 
regarded as impossible that the mind 
of man today instead of being scepti- 
cal as formerly, is ready to launch 
out on new voyages of discovery. So 
many of our fellow men have been 
lifted out of the normal interests of 
life and have been dwelling for the 
last four years in daily expectation 
of crossing over to that undiscovered 
‘country, and in these a new spirit 
of fatalism has been so quickened 
that our interest in eternal life has 
been wonderfully increased. 

The interest taken by men of such 
scientific temperament and training 
as Conan Doyle, Sir William Crookes 
and Sir Oliver Lodge, in questions of 
psychological research, may confirm 
the prophecy of Frederick Myers that 

“ich a light will come from _ this 
quarter that a few generations hence 
it will be impossible for any man to 
doubt the appearance of Jesus to His 
disciples after Calvary.” 

Opinions will vary greatly concern- 
ing the effect which this line of in- 
vestigation into spiritual things will 
have upon the teaching and organiz- 
ation of the Church. Many may be 
inclined to attach to this so-called 
“New Revelation” an importance al- 
together beyond its real value. Un-

HUNS DESTOYED 
FRENCH PLANTS 
SYSTEMATICALLY 


STOCKS REQUISITIONED FIRST, 
THEN FACTORIES WERE 
WRECKED. 


Paris, Nov. 28.—Details of the sys- 
tematic sequestration or destruction 
of machinery in the French factories 
in the Briey valley region is given by 
the correspondent .at Briey of Le 
Journal. All stocks.or merchandise, 
iron ore,. cast iron and steel were first 
requisitioned by German _ inspectors 
and engineers, the correspondent 
says, and then fifteen officers and 
one hundred men arrived to organize 
the destruction of the plants. Ger- 
man manufacturers visited the re 
gion and picked out certain pieces of 
machinery which they wanted placed 
in their own plants and these were 
shipped immediately to Germany. 

After these selections had been 
made the demolition of blast furnaces 
steam engines, boilers, tools, gear- 
ings and electric light fixtures not 
connected with the actual working 
of the mines, was carried out, the em- 
ployees of the plants being compelled 
to aid the Germans in their devasta- 
tion. 

In the meantime the exploitation 
of the mines was kept in full swing. 
Prisoners to the number of 150,000 
were put to work with hardly any.

periences of Jesus, if we may find 
these experiences multiplied in the 
spiritual Hfe of His followers today. 

While we may reasonably. seek 
those. gifts and the cultivation of 
powers inherent in our nature which 
will enable us to. enjoy a more abun- 
dant life, to realize a mew sense of 
comradeship with those who have 
passed within the veil; it will be well 
for us to give diligent heed to the 
apostle’s suggestion that we should 
see clearly, the “more excellent way.” 
—the pathway of loving service and 
sacrifice in the sphere of ordinary 
interests. We must not forget that 
the contemplative East, while it has 
be far surpassed us. in developing 
the more subtile and mystical forms 
of religion, has lamentably failed to 
meet the need of the great masses of 
mankind. The mountain top exper- 
fences of Jesus were comparatively 
rare—Hig service to mankind was 
coustant. “He went about doing 
good.” 

The incident brought before us in 
our text has an interest for us in 
that it relates the religion of law 
and prophecy with the personality of 
Jesus. The religion of orthodoxy 
and ‘established order represented by 
Moses and the more social and pro- 
gressive type of religious life asso- 
ciated with Elijah are vitally related 
to and find their fulfilment in the re- 
ligion of Jesus. The life. of God in 
the soul of man finds many forms of] 
expression in people of varying type 
of mind. The test of its reality is 
its Mkeness to the mind of Christ. 
“Thig ig my Beloved Son, hear Him.” 

We may also find it interesting. to 
2xamine the term used here to de- 
note the death of Jesus (Exodus). 
To Israel it meant the birth of a na- 
tion—redemption from slavery. To 
Jesus it meant that the life which 
had .been Hmited, confined, localized 
and hindered in its earthly mission, 
would through the death on the Cross 
have “free course and be glorified.” 
To his ‘followers, the Christian view 
of death is not that it is the end but 
the beginning of life. 

“There is no death—what seems 
so is transition.” To the Christian 
death is “crossing the bar,” clearing 
the harbor; putting out to sea. 

“Death is a great adventure, but 
none need go unconvinced that there 
is an issue to it. The man of faith 
may face it ag Columbus faced his 
first voyage from. the . shores of 
Spain. What Hes beyond he cannot 
tell—“but it doth not yet appear what 
shall be’’—but surely in spite of the 
dismay of the unbelieving, the hope 
of the seers is rewarded by the vision 
of a new continent. 

But what present comfort have we 
who are left lonely upon the shore, 
who “long for the touch of a vanished 
hand and the sound of a voice that 
is still.’ Must our spiritual commu- 
nion cease? Have our dear ones 
gone out into a world we may not 
enter? Is there nothing in our being 
that relates us to those who have 
passed into a new life? 

Surely by the ministry of the Holy 
Spirit we have fellowship with Jesus 
and with our holy dead. Like us, 
they live in the life of God. 

If in our present life it has been 
possible for those who have put out 
to sea to keep in touch with those 
on shore, by means of wireless coim- 
munication (a miracle achieved by 
scientific investigation of nature’s 
laws), is it reasonable to believe that 
in the sub-conscious mind of man, in 
the hidden depths of our spiritual 
being, similar communication may be
